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Beveridge Revives

Old Territorialist 
Idea for Jews

LONDON— A suggestion that 
that “three or four million Jews” 
who will remain in continental 
Europe, outside of Russia, after 
the war could be settled in “one 
community somewhere in Eur- 
opea, Asia or Africa” instead of 
being returned to their former 
homes, if “it would be better for 
their happiness and the peace of 
the world.” was advanced this 
week by Sir William Beveridge, 
author of the “Beveridge Plan,” 
for social security, writing in the 
London “Observer.” Such a pro- 
ject, Sir William declared, “could 
not be regarded as the most dif- 
ficult problem of the peace.” 


Allies Responsible 

At the same time Sir William 
urges that the United Nations 
announce that they accept joint 
responsibility for a permanent 
and adequate settlement of the 
Jewry in Europe and throughout 
the world after victory. He also 
proposes that immediate steps be 
taken to aid the Jews of Europe 
now by providing for the main- 
tenance in neutral countries un- 
til after the war of those Jews 
who succeed in escaping from 
Nazi-controlled territory. 


Would Warn Nazis 

The Nazi satellite states, Sir 
William writes, must be warned 
that if they follow the German 
example in the treatment of the 
Jews they will be subject to re- 
taliatory measures.

Mix-Up at Slaughter House 
Brings OPA Down On 
Kosher Butchers Here 


Kosher Meat 
Situation Critical; 
New Ruling Sought 


Indianapolis Jewry was faced 
this week with a prolonged kosh- 
er meat famine, as a technical 
misinterpretation of a ruling of 
Office of Price Administration 
stopped kosher slaughtering at 
the Hoosier Abattoir, 621 W. Ray 
St., last week end. One local 
butcher described the outlook 
-here as “very dark.” Under the 
present ruling no kosher meat 
will be available here until for 
at least several months. 

Confusion over quotas was as- 
cribed as the cause of the situ- 
ation. The Jewish butchers have 
been limited to 70 per cent of 
their 1941 supplies, and although 
all local butchers are keeping 
well within that limit, the fact 
that several of the butchers have 
moved from slaughter houses 
which have closed since 1941, is 
said to be responsible for the 
mix-up. 

At a meeting of the local 
butchers, together .with Rabbi 
Israel Chodos, Rabbi David 
Shapiro, Rabbi Samuel Fox, at

The editor’s chair, 

I had a long talk recently with 
one of the top notch publicity 
agents of the nation. He employs 
a large staff in New York, where 
he used to be an important cog 
on the city desk of several of the 
daily papers. He has only one 
Jewish account, a large national 
Jewish organization. 

We got started by my criticizing 
his failure to allow to be printed 
the true situation in connection 
wtih some of the work of his 
client, and he made out a pretty 
picture why it was best in their 
case, that such and such not be 
printed. I think he was all wrong, 
and results prove my contention, 
but he still has the ear of that 
organization's officials, so that the 
only way real news of what is 
going on will become known is 
by the method described below. 

I explained that one real good 
national Jewish publication with 
no strings attached to it, would 
knock all his pretty theories into 
a cocked hat, and surprisingly, he 
agreed with me wholeheartedly. 
This is my old theory of a strong 
national Jewish publication, inde- 
pendent of course, being a most 
hecessary need in American Jew- 
ish life today, and this does not 
exclude many, many other proj- 
ects which could be classed as 
vital. 

So we got into the situation of 
the Anglo-Jewish press. He de- 
cried the present tendency under 
which Jewish communities are 
taking over failing local publica- 
tions, and.since we were both pro- 
fessional newspapermen, it was 
not necessary for us to go into the 
very evident reasons against this 
trend, which is exactly the op- 
posite of my national Jewish 
publication theory. 

The point I made, and which I 
thought was my trump card, that, 
‘apprized of what was going on 
by this strong national -publica- 
tion, an outraged Jewish public 
would force recalcitrant national

MAY BE this paper has lost its prophetic 
insight, but The Post refuses to get excited 
about the passage of the bill by the Indiana 
House this week providing for religious in- 
struction for school children. The plan in the 
bill is the release-time plan which is now being 
extensively used in many communities, and ex- 
cept that the plan does not seem to be the 
answer to the problem, The Post refuses to 
concede that this is an opening wedge against 
the principle of separation of Church and State. 
Whatever the results of the new bill, if it 
should become law as it has in many other 
states, the persons responsible are Jewish par- 
ents. Those who will fear most the evils that 
may come from further encroachment on the 
principle of separation, are exactly those who 
are most guilty, for inevitably it has been the 
so-called emancipated Jewish group which has 
thrown into the ash can both their own reli- 


gious observance and necessarily, if they are 
consistent, religious instruction for their chil- 
dren. 


It took no great deal of acumen for The 
Jewish Post to say as far back as May 21, 1937: 


“In this paper’s opinion, public schools _ 


will soon, very soon, institute some plan 
for religious education.” 
The same editorial said: 

“... three out of four Jewish children 
grow up in total ignorance not only of 
their religion but also their history and 
heritage. Jewish educators realize that 
after-school education in Talmud Torahs 
has been a failure because it’absorbs time 
for instruction which should be time for 
play. Sunday school education is as in- 
adequate as a pop fly with the bases full 
and two men out.” 


Opening Office by Lodge Excellent Move 


PENING OF A permanent full-time office 
with a paid secretary in charge marks one 
of the best moves of the Indianapolis lodge of 
B’nai B’rith in years as far as the inner-work- 
ings of the organization is concerned. Fought 
for years by the old-timers, the move was finally 
put over by Milton Fineberg, acting president, 
who in his years as secretary found the work 
too arduous for even the most diligent part-time 
official. . 
_ The new move should also provide a prece- 
dent for other organizations whose membership 
totals in the hundreds. No volunteer worker, no 
matter how faithful, can be expected to handle 
the details of any group, such as making out 
statements, taking care of books, and so forth. 
The Indianapolis Zionist District, whose paid 
membership will soon total 500, is a case in 


point. Thus far the work has been done for the 
most par tby members, and some dues turned 
in three and four months ago are just now be- 
ing acknowledged by membership cards. Un- 
fortunately the Zionist District is permitted to 
keep only $1.00 out of the $5.00 annual dues, so 
that the problem is aggravated by lack of funds. 


However the work is done, and whether as 
now by the B’nai B’rith, or by volunteer work- 
ers, it still costs money, only in the latter case 
the money is a contribution of time by the vol- 
unteer. In the new example of B’nai B’rith will 
be found the real answer, for not only will the 
organization’s officials be given time to con- 
sider the more important and necessary work 
of the order, but the detail work will now be 
handled expeditiously.

Rabbis Resigning from American Council 
for Judaism, Rabbi Abraham Feldman Says in 
The Jewish Ledger of Hartford, Conn.—We are 
glad to report to our readers that the ranks of 
the “Ninety Protest Rabbiner” are beginning to 
crack. We know of several men who originally 
joined this socalled “American Council for Ju- 
daism” who have withdrawn their support from 
it on the ground that while they are not Zion- 
ists and wanted to record their differences and 
welcome an opportunity for discussion of the 
matter with those who were like-minded, they 
were unwilling to become instruments of dis- 
ruption in Jewish life, of damage to Jewish 
causes, or to have upon their souls the terrible 
responsibility that the continued flamboyant 
statements by the most vociferous proponents 
of that group is likely to cost hundreds of thou- 
sands of Jewish lives. 

It would be amusing, were it not so tragic, 
to note the tenor of the speeches being made 
by one or another of the opponents. For years 
anti-Zionists have done their utmost to exclude 
from community leadership those who were 
Zionistic. Some of these people have, even 
within the ranks of the Central Conference of 
American rabbis, excluded from leadership, 
whenever they had the possibility, those mem- 
bers of the Conference who were Zionists. They 
are unwilling to be reminded of that now when 
Jewish life is strongly pro-Zionistic and they 
discover that they themselves are on the short 
end of the argument. 

We can’t forgive them, amongst the several 
unforgivable acts they are guilty of, for sending 
out their statements to the Christian clergy of 
the United States. Why did they do it? Was 
it not a deliberate act of sabotage of that which 
is being done in Palestine by Jews? 

They profess their love for Palestine, but if 
Jewish life had depended upon the evidence of 
that love which they produced there would be 
no Palestinian community today that could re- 
ceive those who have gone there in the past 


quarter century and those who are clamoring 
to come to Palestine today and in the days that 
are to come. 

Recently one of “The Ninety” protested 
against Zionism because “it claims, without 
proof, that it speaks for the Jews of America.” 
Maybe it does. Maybe it does not. Certainly 
there are more Jews in America who are pro- 
Zionist than there are anti-Zionists. But it comes 
with ill grace, this argument from those who 
have presumed to speak for the Jews of Amer- 
ica even though they who attempted to speak 
were pathetically outnumbered. 

It would be a laughable argument were it 
not so tragic and inexcusable that, as the same 
speaker recently pointed out, Zionism “tends to 
separate Jews from other Americans and tends 
to delay our integration into the American way 
of life.’ The speaker ought to know that is 
not true. Or does he mean to suggest that men 
like Wise and Silver and Heller and Bricker 
and Julian W. Mack and Felix Frankfurter and 
the thousands of others in every community 
who are Zionists are not integrated “into the 
American way of life?” The speaker who made 
this shameful statement ought to be ashamed 
of himself! He ought to know better, and if 
he does not, he ought to have the modesty and 
the humility not to say what is so palpably, so 
manifestly an untruth. And again the same 
speaker cast aspersions and doubt upon the 
loyalty to the cause of the United Nations of 
those who are sympathetic, to put it mildly, to 
the cause of a Jewish Palestine. His heart bleeds 
for the Arabs more than it feels for his own 
people, and in saying this we do not ignore the 
existence of an Arab problem. But we have a 
right to expect of a Jew and a Rabbi that he 
would think also of the claims of his own 
people, of the needs of his own people, of the 
tragedy of his own people, and certainly would 
not, in this critical hour, dare to challenge the 
devotion of his fellow American Jews to the
